The possible interpretatio n of claims 45 - 47 as being a carrier wave having computer executable instructions means that thev 
are not statutory under 35 USC 101. Th ere is insufficient linking to tangible physical structure to provide a practical application 
of the information in a real-worl d process or device. The reference Jain et al. (US #6.567.980 BP teaches the association of 
metadata with media, and thus, anticipates a claim simply directed to recognizing media, annotating it. and retaining such an 
annotated scene in a media store. The reference Morris (US #2002/0088000 AD has a teaching of a link to metadata contained 
within a packet that is sent for a particular functional use. Thus, it incorporates a kev to metadata and also an indication of 
reguested user action. The ref erence Duncombe (US #6.813.745) is relevant in combination with Jain et al. because of its 
teachings concerning u ser-directed playback of media, of the kind that are archived in Jain et al. 
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
